Priority

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "8" has been used to designate both lip portion and side 
arm. In addition, reference character "9" has been used to designate both surface and 
chamber wall. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 1 5, 
paragraph 2, line 4, the reference character "88" that designates air inlet openings 
should be reference character "188". In addition, there is no Fig. 9K as mentioned in on 
page 17, paragraph 4, and line 3. 

Appropriate correction is required.

Double Patenting 

5. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g.. In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman. 11 F.Sd 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Omum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington. 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) or 1 .321(d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

6. Claims 1-5 provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-5 of copending Application No. 
10/183182 (2002/0186279). Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are 
not patentably distinct from each other because claims 1-5 of the copending application 
anticipate the claims of the instant application. 

7. Claim 1 of the instant application is anticipated by claims 1 and 2 of the 
copending application. Claim 1 of the copending application recites every limitation of 
claim 1 in the instant application, except for the limitation of "the movable member of 
each actuator defines at least part of the nozzle chamber walls and roof wall so that 
movement of the movable member serves to reduce a volume of the nozzle chamber to 
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eject the ink from the ink ejection port". This limitation is brought in by claim 2 in the 
copending application that depends from the independent claim 1 . 

8. Claim 2 of the instant application is anticipated by claim 1 of the copending 
application. Claim 1 of the copending application recites the limitation "the area of the 
displacement surface is between half and twice the cross sectional area of the ink 
ejection port". Although, claim 1 is not identical to claim 2 in the instant application, the 
double patenting rejection still applies because it discloses the claimed limitation except 
for the area of displacement being between two and ten times the area of the ink 
ejection port. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill In the art at the 
time the invention was made to optimize the area of displacement to be between two 
and ten times the area of the ink ejection port, since it has been held that where the 
general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or 
workable ranges Involves only routine skill in the art. In re Aller, 105 USPQ 233. 

9. Claim 3 of the instant application is anticipated by claim 3 of the copending 
application. However, claim 3 in the copending application is a dependent claim, which 
is dependent on claim 2, which is dependent on claim 1 . Claim 3 in the instant 
application Is dependent on claim 1 . Since a dependent claim by definition Incorporates 
by reference all of the subject matter of the claim or claims from which it depends, claim 
3 of the copending application thus Incorporates all the subject matter of claim 1 also. 
Therefore, claim 3 of the copending application anticipates claim 3 of the instant 
application in that it recites the claim language "the movable member of each actuator 
defines the roof wall" of claim 3 in the instant application. 
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1 0. Claims 4-5 of tiie instant application are anticipated by claims 4-5 of the 
copending application. Claims 4-5 of the copending application anticipate claims 4-5 of 
the instant application in that they recite the claim language "in which each actuator is 
thermal in the sense that it includes a heating circuit that is connected to the drive 
circuitry, the actuator being configured so that, upon heating, the actuator deflects with 
respect to the wafer substrate as a result of differential expansion, the deflection 
causing the necessary movement of the movable member to eject ink from the ink 
ejection port" and an Inkjet printhead that includes a plurality of Inkjet printhead chips as 
claim in claim 1" of claims 4-5 in the instant application. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
